(a) Delete the exiting sub-regulation (1 }% and sub¬ 
stitute the following sub-regulation (1) namely:— 

“(l) Every employee of the I, II, III and IV grades 
shall be entitled to the concession, In every case 
the joumev should be to the “home town” and 
back and tha claim should be tor both outward 
and return journeys. The journey need not neces¬ 
sarily eonimence from or end at the headquarters 
of an employee either in his own case or in the 
case of his family. But the assistance admissible 
shall be the amount admissible for the actual dis¬ 
tance travelled, limited to the amount' that would 
have been admissible had the journey been perform¬ 
ed between the headquarters and the hom e town of 
the employee".

MORMUGAO PORT EMPLOYEES' (LEAVE TRAVEL 
CONCESSION) (FIRST AMENDMENT) REGULATIONS.

la •xereise of the powers conferred by Section 28 read with 
Section 124(1) and (2) of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 
(38 of 1963) the Board of Trustees of the Mormugao Port 
Trust, hereby makes th e following regulations further to 
amend the Mormugao Port Employees’ (Leave Travel Con¬ 
cession) Regulations. 1964 namely: 

L (i) These 1 emulations may be called lh c Mormugao 
Port Employees’ (Leave Travel Concession) (First Amend¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1986. 

2. Ik Regulation 4 of the Mormugao Port Employees’ 
(Leave Travel Concession) Regulations, 1964 (hereinafter 
ieferred to a s the principal Regulations): 

In Sub-Regulations (1) the words: 

t 

(i) “including those whos e home towns are. situated 
within 400 kms. or in case of Class IV employees 
160 kms.” 

«*s 

(ii) “except that the reimbursement of fare rmv be 
allowed for the entire distance both ways without 
any deduction in respect of the first 400-160 kms.” 

(iii) “There will, however, be no change in .regard to 
the Leave Travel Concession to home town under 
whid* an employee will have to bear the liability 
in resfN# of the first 400/160 kms. as the case 
mav be.” 

shall be deleted. 


(b) Delete Ihe existing sub-regulation (2) and sub¬ 
stitute the following sub-regulation (2) namely:— 

“(2) An employee may tavel in any class, but the 
Boards assistance shall be limited to the fares for 
accommodation bv the entitled class or the lower 
class, as the case may be. to the extent actually 
used.” 

4. In Regulation 10 of the principal Regulations:— 

(a) in sub-regulation (1) the words “for the distance 
in excess of 400 kms. (160 kms. ip the Case of 
the fourth grade)" shall be deleted 
the later portion of sub-regulation (2), beginning 
with the words “in such a case” and ending with 
the words “will then be the balance” shall be 
deleted and instead the following shall be substU 
tuted:*— 

“In such a case, the Boards assistance shall be the fare 
for the entitled/lower class actually used, by the 
shortest route between the headquarters' and the 
Home Town or the declared place of visit (in case 
of claim under the scheme to visit “any place in 
India)” whichever is less”. 

(c) Sub-regulation (3) may be deleted and instead 

the following shall b e substituted;—, 

“(3) An employee who is normally entitled to 
travel by higher class may travel in ibw r e r class 
in the deluxe air-conditioned trains while avail¬ 
ing himself of the concession. The cost on ac¬ 
count of the’surcharge^ over the lower class fare 
which is levied in Such a ca<j£ shall also be reim¬ 
bursed by the Board”. 

(d) In Sub-regulation (4). the words “I or II class” 
appearing between the w’ords '‘normally entitled to 
travel by ‘and’ of railway accommodation” and 
the words ‘III class' appearing between the words 
‘may travel by’ and "and avail of the ‘sleeper’ 
accommodation” shall be deleted and substituted 
by the words “higher class” and “lower class” res- 
•pectively. 

(e) In Sub-regulation (6) the words:— 

“beyond the first 400 kms. (160 kms. in the case of 
employees of fhe fourth grade) for example.” 
shall be deleted. 

(f) the later portion of Sub-regulation (7) begisaing 
with the words “where such journev is performed 
by private car” and ending with the words “sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Chairman or the De¬ 
puty Chairman” shall be deleted and instead the 
following shall be substituted :— 

“The reimbursement of the fare for journeys under¬ 
taken in a chartered bus, van or other vehicle# 
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sliflU not bt admissible in so in T such vehicles 
arc owned by private operators. There is, how¬ 
ever, no ba r 10 travel bv buses, vans or other 
vehicles, on charter where these vehicles are 
operated by Tourism Development Corporations 
in the Public Sector State Transput Corporations 
and Transport Services run bv other Government 
01 l oeiil Bodies.” 

(g) ia Sub-Regulation (8) the words ‘‘provided lliai no 
reimbursement will be allowed where th e entire 
journey by Super East' Express train tails within 
first 400 or 160 kilometres as the case may be." 
shall 1 be deleted. 

5. In Regulation 11 of the principal Regulations, after 
Sub Regulation (2), insert a new Sub-Rcguliuion (3), na¬ 
mely:— 

“(3) The fare for journey undertaken in a chartered 
bus, van or other vehicles owned bv private ope¬ 
rators is run reimbursable. Howevei, there is no 
bar, to travel by buses vans or other vehicles on 
charter where these vehicles are operated bv Tour¬ 
ism Development Corporation in the public aecior 
State Transport Corporation and transport set vices 
run by other Government or Local Bodies/’

7. (1) The words “plus 800 kilometres (320 kilometres 
in the case of employees for fourth grade)*', appearing at 
the concluding portion of sub-Rcgulation (1) of Regula¬ 
tion 16 (now renumbered as 15) shall be deleted.
